The Services Wonde? 








The singing commenced a little 
after 10 a. m., accompanied by 
two telescope organs, with Halcy 
Tomlinson and Maude White as 
“organists. The Lord began to 
bless and own the service at 
once. Prayers and testimonies 


followed, when, in the course of © 


time, Homer Tomlinson rose up 
quietly, as if to testify, when all 
at once the Spirit seemed to take 
possession and led him into the 
delivery of a Fourth of July ora- 
tion. He took us back to the 
bondage of Christians under Ca- 


tholicism and the Church of Eng-. 


land, the determination of the 
Pilgrim Fathers to seek a home 
where they could have freedom 
-and liberty of conscionce, the 
passage of the Mayflower across 
the Atlantic Ocean and theland- 
ing at Plymouth Rock. As the 
speaker carried us to the day of 
the Declaration of Independence, 
and briefly referred to George 
Washington, the father of our 
country, and the suffering at 
Valley Forge, the bloodshed of 
the noble patriots to not only 
free us from the political ty- 
ranny of England, but also to 
obtain religious liberty and free- 
dom of conscience, the which we 


are enjoying to-day at such a cost 
of bloodshed and sacrifice, the 
Spirit seemed to envelop the con- 
gregation as well as the speaker, 
and almost all eyes were moist- 
ened with tears, and not a few 
wept outright as their bosoms 
heaved with suppressed emotion. 
The climax was reached as the 
speaker called our attention toa 
greater sacrifice to obtain a 
greater freedom from a more in. 
tense suffering that would result 
from “such bondage unless freed 
from it. The Christ of Calvary 
that freed us from the bondage 
of sin and made it possible for 
us to escape the tortures and 
pangs of hellif the freedom was 
accepted. The big tears rolled 
as our appreciation of the Christ 
was intensified under the influ- 
ence of the Holy Spirit, and the 
force of language depicted the 
wonderful deliverance wrought 
for us on Golgotha’s hill by Him 
who hung on that cruel cross. 
There was no program, no form 
arranged, nobody knew what 
was coming next, but the service 
was not checked for lunch until 
after 1 o’clock. Then, without 
dismissing, the food was all ar- 
ranged by the good sisters in the 


center of the tabernacle, and af- 


ter a portion of Scripture was 
read and appropriate remarks 
made about the people at Pente- 
cost eating their meat with glad- 
ness and singleness of heart, 
breaking bread and in prayers, 
praising God and having favor 
with all the people, the blessing 
was asked on the food and thanks 
given to God for it, and all were 
made free, and ate and enjoyed 
each other’s fellowship and so- 
ciability. 

Dinner over, and then the ser- 
mon, and then commenced one of 
the most victorious services I 
ever witnessed—the taking of 
the bread and wine and washing 
of the saints’ feet. Scores of 
people brim full of the love of 
God engaged in this sacred and 
wonderful service. To describe 
it would be impossible. As the 
bread was broken and mention 
made of the broken body of Je- 
sus, He seemed to manifest His 
presence in the midst. As I stood 
there 1n the presence of God and 
before the large audience with 
the broken bread, a piece in each 
hand, I seemed to get a broader 
view of the Christ and wonder- 
ful scheme of redemption than 
ever before.™The form of the 
‘Fourth’ seemed to be there. 
The altars were filled as they 
knelt in companies one after an- 
other, all quiet except groans 
and sobs as the deacons passed 
the bread and wine, and singing 
and music while one company 
would rise and march away and 
another company take their place 
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at the altar. It took some lit- 


tle time on account of the num 
ber. 

Then the feet washing com- 
menced. The men occupied one 
side of the tabernacle and the 
women the other, with the sing- 
ers and organs between. This 
service was wonderful. Tears, 
shouts, praises, embracing, hand- 
shaking, talking in tongues, sing- 
ing, ete. Once the power fel! 
on my daughter at the organ, 
and she played for several min- 
utes under the power of the 
Spirit, while my son sang with 
‘the Spirit in other tongues, and 
my other daughter, with some 

‘others, were greatly exercised 
with the manifestations of the 
Spirit. The meeting went on 
‘into the night services without 
closing. As the people began to 
assemble for the night service 
‘the power began to fall again 
when messages and interpreta- 
tions were given, and signs and 
wonders were done by some that 
are indescribable. No preaching 
except by the Spirit. Some be- 
gan to fall into the altar caying 
for mercy; some fell back in the 
congregation down betaveen the 
benches! When there was room 
made at thealtars by deliverance 
coming to those who were there, 
others would take the place, fill- 
ing up the altars again. The 
work continued until late at 
night after a number were con- 
verted, backsliders reclaimed, 
several sanctified, and probably 
ten or twelve swept through to 
Pentecost. Saints were here 
from several places in Tennes- 
see, Alabama, Georgia, Virginia 
and Indiana. The Lord honored 
us with His presence and glory, 
and indeed gave us a wonderful 
day—the most wonderful Fourth 
of July all day meeting I was 
ever in. There was such sweet 
fellowship among the saints and 
a holy reverence for God. Many 
prayers have gone up here for 
rain in the time of the latter 
rain, Zech, 10:1, and -truly 
‘There is a sound of an abund- 
ance of rain.”’ 1 Kings 18:41.

ill please remember that 
promise to Abraham four 
hundred and thirty years before the 
law was given to Moses. And this 
promise or covenant was that Abra- 
ham’s seed should be as numberless as 
the stars of the sky, and not only so, 
but all nations should be blest by his 
SEED. Gen. 22:15-20. In Galatians 
3:14-17 we are told that the SEED men- 
tioned to Abraham by the Angel was 
Jesus; and that the covenant that was 
confirmed in Christ, the law, which was 
fonr hundred. and thirty years later, 
could not make void. The ‘promise

made to Abraham was not fulfilled un- 
til Jesus came. So the reader can 
clearly see that the law was only to fill 
a long space between the promise of 
Abraham and Jesus. The Apostle says, 
“‘The law entered because of trans- 
gression.’”’ Gal. 3:19. And in another 
place he says that ‘‘the law was our 


‘schoolmaster to bring us unto Christ.’’ 


So those under the law never have 
come to Christ. It pleased God that in 
Him(in Jesus) should all fulness dwell. 
Col. 2:9. So everything that this world 
needs for ‘‘Life and Godliness” is in 
Jesus. And this was given to Abraham 
by promise four hundred -and thirty 
years before Moses gave the law to 
Israel. What use have 1 for the law, 
since I haye Jesus and His laws, ac- 
cording to Romans 7:1. I would be 
living in adultery (spritually speaking) 
if I should go back under the law for 
anything. Paul says in 1 Cor. 9:20-21, 
“And unto the Jews I became a Jew, 
that I might gain the Jews; to them 
that are under the law, as under the 
law, that I might gain them that are 
under the law; and to them that are 
without law, (being without law to 
God, but under the law to Christ,) that 
I mizht gain them that are without the 
law.’’ Now it will be remembered that 
all who accept Jesus are under the law 
of Jesus, it makes no difference what 
they are, and tono oneelse. There- 
fore we read in Matthew 28:20 the last 
words of Jesus to His disciples, which 
was His law +o those who were expect- 
ing to become His subjects: ‘‘Teach 
them to observe all things whatsoever 
I have commanded you.”’ So there is 
no law obligatory to Christians but the 
law of Jesus, which laws are all in the 
New Testament. But some anxious in- 
quirer exclaims, what has become of 
the law of Moses? Paul knows, and 
he will tell you. It was faulty, so it 
waxed old and vanished away. Heb. 
8:7-13. Now, what does any one want 
with a thing that in substance has van- 
ished away? And while listening care- 
fully I heard another voice saying, ‘‘All 
the law is fulfilled in one word, even in 
this: ‘‘Thou shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself.”” Gal. 5:14. ‘‘For what the 
law could not do in that it was weak...... 


God sending His own Son in the likeness 
of sinfnl flesh and for sin condemned 
sin in the flesh, that the righteous- 
ness of the law might be fulfilled in us 
who walk not after the flesh but after 
the Spirit.’” Rom. 8:3-4. Soin Jesus 
is all we need; to obtain all Jesus has 
for us will be worth more than all the 
things of the law. God said of Jesus 
on one very significant occasion, ‘‘This 
is my beloved Son, hear ye Him.”’

the will of God, saints which are 
at Ephesus, and e faithful in Christ 
Jesus.”” Eph. 1:3 2 

The reader will notice that this letter 
was written tothe ‘‘saints’’ and ‘‘faith- 
ful in Christ Jesus.’’ The many pre- 
cious things written in this letter of six 
chapters, of one hundred and thirty 
verses, are all for the ‘‘faithful saints.” 
Saint Peter said, “Whereby are given 
unto us exceeding great and precious 
promises, that by these ye might be 
partakers of thedivinenature.’’ 2 Pet. 
1:4. Those who are careless and ‘‘don’t 
care’’ will never receive many of God’s 
best blessings. In the literal world 
many: are careless about the things of 
life. They don’t care if they are dirty 
and slouchy, and they can do on a very 
little amount to eat rather than to work 
—just so they are not dead—that seems 
to be the height of their ambition. So 
it is with many professors of religion— 
just anything seems to satisfy them: 
They sing, ‘‘I know that Jesus saves 
me, and that’s enough for me.’’ The 
last verse in this letter to the Ephesians 
says, ‘‘Grace be with all them that 
love our Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity.” 
Amen. Many fail to see the logic in 
this benediction, that it is not pro- 
nounced on any but those who are 
“sincere.” The word ‘‘sincere’’ means 
pure, unmixed—being in reality what it 
appears to be—not hypocritical. ‘‘Sin- 
cerity”—honesty of mind or intention— 
freedom from hypocrisy. Many appear 
to love Jesus sometimes when it seems 
that the majority are on His side, and 
when it is fair weather, so to speak, 
but are not sincere, and when trials 
come they fall away. They say, ‘‘I 
did not have grace to stand my tempta- 
tions,’’ and they seem to blame God 
about it, when the whole secret was, 
-they were not sincere themselves. So 
those who fall away are evidently not 
sincere. If they were, God would be- 
stow grace upon them, and keep them 
from the hour of temptation. ‘Paul 
said in another place, ‘‘you (thesimcere 
ones) shall not be tempted above that 
ye are able, but He-will with the temp- 
tations make a way ef escape that ye 
may be able to bear it.”’ 

In this letter to the Ephesians Paul 
tells us that God has chosen us from 
before the foundation of the world, that 
we should pe holy and without blame 
before Him in iove. Verse 4. - ‘‘Hav- 
ing predestinated us unto the adoption 
of children by Jesus Christ 
whom we have redemption through His 
blood, the forgiveness of sins, accord-

ing to the riches of His grace, 

whom, also after that ye believed, ye 
were sealed with the Holy Spirit of 
promise, which is the earnest of our 
inheritance I cease not to 
give thanks for you, making mention of 
you in my prayers; that God 

give unto you the spirit of wisdom and 
revelation in the knowledge of Him: 
the eyes of your understanding being 
enlightened; that you may know what 
is the hope of His calling,’’ ‘That 
Christ may dwell in our hearts by faith; 
that ye, being rooted and grounded in 
love, may be able to comprehend with 
all saints what is the breadth, and 
length, and depth, and height, and to 
know the love of Christ which passeth 
knowledge, that ye might be filled with 
all the fulness of God.” In the fourth 
chapter he tells how the church should 
have love one for another, and how they 
are to keep the unity of the spirit; and 
in the fifth chapter he tells how they 
are to be followers of God as dear chil- 
dren, and walk in love (sincerely). And 
also in verse 24, how the church should 
be subject to Christ. And in the last 
chapter he exhorts the children, ser- 
vants, masters and fathers how to act 
in order to please God. In fact this 
letter was so complete that he after- 
wards wrote to Timothy, who was at 
Ephesus, not to allow any other doc- 
trines to be taught to the church at 
Ephesus, for he says, ‘‘For this cause I 
left thee at Ephesus, that thou might- 
est charge some that they teach no 
other doctrine.” 1 Tim. 1:2-3. This 
letter was written to the Ephesians in 
the year A. D. 64, and the charge was 
given to Timothy in the year A. D. 65. 
Such doctrines as this would be good 
for all the churches. In fact, when 
men teach anything short of this they 
are going contrary to divine orders. 
Lord help us to keep on the word. 
Amen. -

He said, ‘“Theconductor’s work is done 
and he has left the train. I will take 
you to the place to take the train.’’ 
Then I said, ‘‘I have to send a tele- 
gram.’’ So he took me to the place 
for that, and then took me to the train. 
The night came on, and I was ina 
strange land, with strange people about 
me, speaking a strange language, but I 
felt perfectly safe and very happy. At 
Assoiut I met Brother and Sister Brels- 
ford, who came from America March 
22d, 1909, and a precious band of Egyp- 
tian people. One of them, Brotle: 
Ghali Hanna, with Brother Brelsford, 
met me at the train at two-thirty in 
the morning; and they all gave mea 
hearty welcome, and my heart was knit 
to them in Christian fellowship and 
love. 

Egypt is very different from Amer- 


ica, as where we have much rain. there 


to refresh the ground and send forth 
vegetation, here. we have no rain, and 
the people through much hard labor 


irrigate from the overflow of the Nile 
river. The people do not live in farm 
houses, but in- villages scattered all 
along the river. In some places we can 
stand and count many of them. They

surrounding land, and keep their cattle, 
sheep and camels in the field and drive 
them in at night.

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have been replanted and are already 
green. In other places I suppose they 
will lay until the overflow comes again 
in August.- As there are many beauti- 
ful palm trees around all the villages, 
and many palm gardens, it makes the 
country very beautiful. There are 
many thousands of these villages— 
many of them probably not a mile 
apart—and thesad part is most of them 
are Mohammedans, who know nothing 
of Jesus, the precious Son of God. 
How shall we get the truth to them? 
Brother and Sister Brelsford have gone 
back to America for atime. Brother 
Moll is still here, and Brother Post, 
who is on his way to India, is with us 
for a time. 
tive brothers who give some of their 
time as interpreters. A dear native 
brother and his wife are holding meet- 
ings in Cairo, and the dear ones in the 
church here, also at Nikela and a few 
others scattered in different places, are 
all there are representing the Pente- 
costal work in this broad field. Do you 
not see how we need to pray for more 
laborers? We do praise God for what 
He is doing. Especially is He showing 
His mighty power in healing the sick, 
and many are led in that way to ac- 
knowledge Jesus. In what are called 
the Christion villages that are within 
our reach, there are some who accept 
the Apostolic truth, and are wanting 
some one to come and stay and preach 
to them, especially in Nikela, where I 
staid two months, and where we still 
go as often as we can. When we go to 
a village the people immediately begin 
to bring their sick to us, or take us to 
their homes, where there are people 
too sick to be moved. Our God does 
certainly stretch forth His hand to 
heal, and wonderful healings take plate 
in the name of Jesus. Many mothers 
bring their babies, and the scene is 
very touching. Weare glad Jesus said 
‘‘Suffer the little children to come unto 
me, and forbid them not, for of such is 
the kingdom of heaven.’’ Once the 
crowd was so great they handed the 
babies over the heads of the people, to 
to get them where they couid be an- 
ointed and prayed for. The meeting 
room in Assoiut is in the same building 
with the home. We feel the povver of 
the almighty presence of our God abi- 
ding with us. Several of the dear ones 
have followed the Lord into the water 
in baptism, and there are others to do 
so. We have faith for Egypt. There 
are promises in the latter part of the 
nineteenth chapter of Isaiah that will 
be fulfilled, and a blessing will rest 
upon Egypt.
